The coinage at the principal mint in 1851 amounted to $52,689,878 48, 
of which $52,143,44o were in gold, $446,797 in silver, and $99,685 43 
in copper coins. .The total number of pieces struck was 24,985,736, The 
depositee at this mint were $47,799,159 88 in gold, and $528,620 62 in 
silver, making a total of $48,327,780. 

The coinage at the branch mint, New Orleans, amounted to $10,122,600, 
of which $9,795,000 were in gold, and $327,600 in silver. The number 
of pieces struck was 3,527,000. • The deposites were $8,928,060 51 in 
gold, and $196,560 55 in silver, making a total of $9,124,621 06. 

The coinage at the branch mint, Charlotte, North Carolina, amounted 
to $324,454 50 in gold, and was composed of 105,366 pieces. The de- 
positee were $316,060 ‘55 in gold. 

The coinage at the branch mint, Dahlonega, Georgia, amounted to 
$351,592 in gold, and was composed of 83,856 Pieces. The depositee 
were $379,308 53 in gold. 



The total coinage at the four mints was $63,488,524 93, comprising: 
$62,614,492 50 in gold, $7*74,397 in silver, and $99,635 43 in copper 
coins, and composed of 28,701,958 pieces. The total deposites were- 
$58,147,770 14, of which $57^,588.97 were in gold, and $725,181 17 
in silver. Of the deposites thiis received, $56,540,611 18 in gold and. 
$389,470 86 in silver were derived from mines in the United States, the 
whole of such silver, with a .very inconsiderable exception, having been 
separated, by the refining process/from California gold. The total receipts 
of such gold were $55, 938,232, swelling the entire amount derived from 
California, and deposited at the minis, to the close of the past year, to*
